RULES  AND  REGULATIONS

CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  CALIFORNIA 
ARTICLE  I - NAME 


Section  1.  The  Name  of  this  Commission  shall  be  "CITY  PLANNING 
COMMISSION". 

ARTICLE  II  - OFFICERS  AND  APPOINTMENTS 

Section  1.  Officers . The  officers  of  this  Commission  shall  be  a 
President  and  a Vice  President.  The  President  and  Vice  President  shall  be  members 
of  the  Commission,  and  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  Regular  Meeting  of  the  Com- 
mission held  after  the  15th  of  January  of  each  year;  or  at  a subsequent  Meeting, 
the  date  of  which  is  fixed  by  the  Commission  at  the  first  Regular  Meeting  after  the 
15th  day  of  January  each  year.  They  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected. 

Section  2.  Director  of  Planning.  The  Commission  at  any  Regular  or 
Special  Meeting  shall  appoint  a Director  of  Planning,  who  shall  hold  office  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Commission  and  who  shall  be  qualified  by  training  and  experience 
to  be  administrative  and  technical  head  of  the  Department  of  City  Planning  and  of 
all  activities  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission. 

, Section  3.  Administrative  Secretary.  The  Commission  at  any  Regular  or 

Special  Meeting  may  appoint  an  Administrative  Secretary  who  shall  hold  office  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Commission. 

ARTICLE  III  - DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  President.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Commission.  He  shall  appoint  all  Committees  and  shall  perform  all  other  duties 
necessary  or  incidental  to  his  office.  He  shall  attend  all  Meetings  of  bodies  of 
which,  by  the  Charter,  he  is  made  ex-officio  a member,  or  he  shall  designate  the 
Director  of  Planning  or  any  member  of  the  Commission  to  attend  such  Meetings  in  his 
place  and  stead. 

Section  2.  Vice  President.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  in  the 
event  of  his  inability  to  act,  the  Vice  President  shall  take  his  place  and  per- 
form his  duties.  In  the  event  of  the  absence  or  inability  to  act  of  both  the 
President  and  Vice  President,  the  remaining  members  of  the  Commission  shall  appoint 
one  of  their  number  to  act  temporarily  as  President. 

ARTICLE  IV  - MEETINGS 


Section  1.  Regular  Meetings.  Regular  Meetings  of  the  Commission  shall 
be  open  to  the  public  and  shall  be  held  each  Thursday  of  each  month  at  two-fifteen 
P.M.  at  its  regular  offices. 
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Section  2.  Special  Meetings.  Special  Meetings  of  the  Commission  shall 
be  open  to  the  public  and  shall  be  held  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  Commission 
may  determine,  or  may  be  called  by  the  President  for  any  time  or  place,  and  must 
be  called  by  him  upon  the  written  request  of  three  members  of  the  Commission,  filed 
with  the  Administrative  Secretary. 

Section  3.  Notice . Written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  Regular 
and  Special  Meeting  of  the  Commission  shall  be  given  to  members  of  the  Commission 
at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time  of  such  Meeting,  and  shall  be  given  by 
posting  and  otherwise,  as  required  by  law.  The  Commission  shall  not  consider  nor 
act  upon  any  matter  of  general  public  importance  at  any  Regular  Meeting  except  upon 
(1)  written  notice  thereof  as  required  by  this  Section  3,  or  (2)  the  vote  of  five 
(5)  members  of  the  Commission.  No  matter  shall  be  considered  at  any  Special  Meeting 
unless  included  in  the  Notice  calling  such  Meeting. 

Section  4.  Cancellation  or  Change  of  Regular  Meetings.  If  the  Regular 
Meeting  day  falls  on  a legal  holiday,  or  if  a recommendation  is  made  by  the  Direc- 
tor that  a Regular  Meeting  be  cancelled  or  changed,  the  Commission  or  the  President 
may  cancel  the  Regular  Meeting  or  fix  another  time  therefor.  Written  notice  of 
cancellation  or  of  a change  in  a Regular  Meeting  time  must  be  given  at  least  twenty- 
four  hours  before  the  scheduled  time  of  such  Meeting. 

Section  5.  Quorum.  A quorum  for  the  transaction  of  official  business 
shall  consist  of  a majority  of  all  members  of  the  Commission,  but  a smaller  number 
may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  and  may  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members  in 
the  manner  and  subject  to  the  penalties,  if  any,  provided  by  law. 

Section  6.  Voting.  Every  official  act  taken  by  the  Commission  shall  be 
by  resolution  adopted  by  a majority  vote.  Directions  to  the  Director  of  Planning 
may  be  adopted  by  a motion  by  a majority  vote.  A majority  vote  shall  mean  a 
majority  of  all  members  of  the  Commission  present  and  voting  unless  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  by  the  Charter.  A tie  vote  on  any  matter  before  the  City  Planning 
Commission  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a disapproval  thereof. 

Section  7.  Parliamentary  Procedure.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice, 
as  set  forth  in  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  shall  govern  all  Meetings  of  the  Commis- 
sion except  as  otherwise  herein  provided. 

Section  8.  Order  of  Business.  The  order  of  business  at  any  Regular 
Meeting  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Roll  Call. 

2.  Approval  of  Minutes  not  previously  approved. 

3.  Report  of  Director  of  Planning. 

4.  Commissioners'  Questions  and  Matters. 

5.  Consideration  of  Main  Agenda. 

6.  Adjournment. 
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Section  9.  Hearings . A public  hearing  may  be  held  on  any  matter  before 
the  Commission  at  either  a Regular  or  a Special  Meeting.  The  procedure  for  such 
public  hearings  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Description  of  the  issue  by  the  Director  or  a member  of 
his  staff. 

2.  Testimony  by  proponents,  beginning  with  applicant  or  prin- 
cipal spokesman. 

3.  Testimony  by  opponents. 

4.  Presentation  of  Director's  recommendation,  preferably 
prepared  in  writing. 

5.  Comments  by  proponents  on  Director's  recommendation. 

6.  Comments  by  opponents  on  Director's  recommendation. 

7.  Action  by  Commission  on  the  matter  before  it. 

8.  The  President  may  impose  time  limits  on  appearances  by 
members  of  the  public  and  may  otherwise  exercise  his  dis- 
cretion on  procedures  for  the  conduct  of  public  hearings. 

Section  10.  Private  Transcription.  The  President  may  authorize  private 
individuals  to  transcribe  the  proceedings  of  Regular  or  Special  Meetings  provided 
that  copies  of  such  transcripts  are  provided  for  the  Commission's  permanent  records. 

ARTICLE  V - AMENDMENTS 


Section  1.  These  Rules  and  Regulations  may  be  amended  by  the  Commission 
at  any  meeting  by  a majority  vote  provided  that  the  proposed  Amendment  is  included 
in  the  written  notice  of  such  Meeting.
